n .any pea canning factory- prior to 
;his seasori must be paid not. leas 
than 18 cents per hour 'for work 
done within the statutory limit of ten 
hours, and not less than 25 cents prfr 
lour for work in excess of this limit. 


Pea canning factories which do 


not wish to pay this minimum scale 
may operate under the general law 
which limits the .hours of work of 
women to ten a- day and fifty-five 
a week, at day work, and to eight 
hours per day and forty-eight per 
week at night work, but if 
these 


hours are exceeded, the 
minimum 


wage scale set forth by the commis- 
sion must be observed. 
_ _ 


The thought behind this provision 


is that no pea cannery should be 
permitted to work women 
longer 


than the statutory hours unless it 
has first made every effort to pro- 
cure enough women to avoid long 
hours. In previous seasons the pea 
canneries which paid 
the 
lowest 


wages always had the greatest dif- 
ficulty in living within the law as 
regards the hdurs of labor of women. 
These canneries have claimed that 
they could not get enough women to 
be able to observe the law, and yet 
they did not offer more than 10 or 
12 % cents an hour. Other pea can- 
neries which have paid better wages 
have not had the slightest difficulty 
with regard to hours of labor. 


The orders adopted by the com- 


mission for the season of 1918 are 
very similar to those which were in 
force for the seasons of 1913, 1914, 
1915 and 1916, except that the con- 
dition of a minimum wage scale is 
now1 inserted. Such 
a 
minimum 


wage scale was also provided ;n 
the 1917 orders, the scale then es- 
tablished being 15 cents per hour.

WAR SUMMARY 


(By the Associated Press) 


In Flanders and Picardy there are still no indications 


that the Germans are ready to reaume infantry operationB 
on a large scale. Local enemy attacks, probably for the 
purpose of "feeling'out" the allied positions in advance of a 
big attack, have been repulsed north of Kemmel'and south 
of Albert.

On the southern battlefield the German effort was made 


on a front of one mile near Morlancourt, between the Somme 
and Ancre rivers, but was not pushed strongly. The enemy • 
gained an initial success and penetrated the British lines . 
at one point, being repulsed elsewhere. A counter attack 
by Australian itroops fully restored the British position. 
The attack north of Kemmel was against.the French on 
Hill 44 and adjoining elements. The Germans gained'the 
hill, which dominates the surrounding region, but Field ' 
Marshal Haig reports they were repulsed finally. 


Almost a week has gone by since the Germans display- 


ed any marked infantry activity and while the attacks north . 
of Kemmel and south of Albert apparently were not in 
> 


great strength, they were made against the vital sectors 
of the two German-driven, salients and where the enemy , 
probably will launch his next heavy attempt-or attempts. 
It is not unlikely the attacks were made to ascertain the re- 
, 


suit of the German artillery fire which continues exceeding- 
ly violent along these sectors. 


Considerable activity is reported to be going on behind 


the German lines in the region of Montdidier, where the 
American hold a part of the allied line. French batteries 
have broken up German troop concentration and convoys 
around Montdidier as well as near Noyon. The artillery fire , 
along the American zones in Picardy and northwest of Toul 
has been below normal. 


In the Italian theatre the .artillery firing is more lively, 


especially in the Trentino and on the mountain front from 
Lake Garda to-the Piave. Italian troops on Monte Corno ' 
have repulsed further Austrian attempts to regain the sum- . 
mit of the'height. 


Much interest is displayed in. allied capitals as to the 


meeting between the German and Austrian emperors and 
their, diplomatic and military assistants, and especially in 
the truth behind the apparently purposely vague official 
statement on its-results. That a more firm.alliance between 
the two countries has been cemented is certain.and it is be- 
lieved Austria-Hungary has been forced to,make up for her 
delinquencies as an ally of Germany by getting deeper into 
the power of the stronger nation. •• Developments in the 
near future, it is felt, probably wall show whether Emperor 
Charles has been,compelled to renew;the offensive against 
Italy or to send large numbers of-bis trbops to aid the" ex- 
hausted Germans on the western front.
